Mid-west hunt racing has added a great deal to the opportunities 
for amateur hunt racing. Four years ago the Iroquois meeting at 
Nashville was the only organization sponsoring a hunt meeting in the 
entire mid-west. Since then meetings have been developed at Tryon, 
Peoria, Louisville, Detroit, Chicago, Indianapolis and St. Louis, with 
plans for others in additional areas. on 

The picture has been greatly clarified through the organization 
of the Mid-West Hunt Racing Association that is seeking to unify 
the conditions and courses so that horses racing in this circuit will 
meet the same type of racing wherever entered. The Iroquois meet- 
ing at Nashville, that now has the richest amateur purse in America 
for its feature brush race, was instrumental in first creating the 
popular interest in this type of racing in the mid-west. Literally 
thousands turn out each spring from neighboring Nashville. There 
is a real traffic problem, a novel experience for the average hunt 
meeting committee, but at Nashville so large is the crowd that the 
city police and traffic officers have to be called in and one year the 
roads to Percy Warner Park were so solidly blocked that a consider- 
able portion of the crowd never saw the races at all. 

Spurred on by a handful of enthusiastic horsemen, this meeting 
grew and encouraged other horsemen to put on similar events that 
were completely new to most sections. As these meetings are now 
sanctioned by the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association, their 
status is official in the racing picture and they are more than carrying 
their share in the job of bringing more and more good owners into 
the racing and steeplechasing game. 

Checking the hunt meeting figures, a comparison with the east is 
interesting. In 1949, 6 western hunt meetings had 109 horses to start 
over either timber, brush or hurdles or an average of 19 horses at 
each meeting. In the same year the eastern hunt meetings with 23 
racing days had a total of 522 starters that competed either over 
brush, timber or hurdles and an average of 23 horses for each day, 
5 more per meeting than the mid-west. In 1950 the average per meet- 
ing dropped slightly with 18 horses in the mid-west per meeting to 
22 in the east. 

In each case, both in the mid-west and in the east, the procedure 
is very much the same. A small group, ranging from one man to a 
dozen, assumes the responsibility of securing horses, puts the course 
in shape, helps owners to find riders and in general sets the stage for 
all of the complicated procedure necessary to get a fair number of 
starters out on the course on time for each race. It is not an easy 
job, but it is one that has been done in the east for many years now 
and the procedure has pretty well jelled. Committees know about 
who can be counted upon to support racing and who will do the work. 

The mid-west is still growing. The men behind the scenes are a 
very small group. They have had to do an immense amount of spade 
work to educate owners, riders and the public to the kind of a show 
they are trying to put on. Many of the eastern meetings have for- 
gotten some of their early headaches when there was no established 
procedure and everyone was just pioneering. Their experience can 
and has been helpful as an example to the mid-west but it is time for 
the east to do more than just give the mid-west a lead. There are 
many horses here that could be sent to the mid-west circuit and whose 
appearance there would be greatly welcomed. As the figures show, 
their entries are not as numerous and furthermore, eastern horses 
would tend to strengthen greatly the whole mid-west picture, with- 
out in any way overshadowing the ntid-western horses. Purses com- 
pare favorably with eastern purses. Eastern horses in the mid-west 


would prove that the whole hunt picture is national in scope rather 


t 
than sectional and as such is in a far stronger position, particularly 
if meetings can be used in both mid-west and east on a reciprocal 
basis, each taking horses when they are needed from the other.

Olympic Caliber 





Dear Sir: 

I have your letter of August 17 
enclosing a letter from Mr. Fred 
Lege and your reply. 

I will attempt to straighten out 
anything that might be confusing to 
him in regard to my instruction when 
there on a visit a short time ago. 
In the first place, I missed the issue 
of The Chronicle which included the 
editorial about which Mr. Lege ques- 
tioned. I have since read your edi- 
torial and find that it is very good 
and very appropos of what we are 
trying to do. The only thing in the 
editorial I question is the sentence. 
‘These horses do not need to be of 
Olympic caliber, the emphasis being 
on the ability of the riders, not the 
horses.’’ While in Texas, I tried to 
stress to Mr. Lege the fact that he 
should select the two best riders in 
his zone to come to Indiantown Gap. 
On account of the great distance in- 
volved and the expense to the Nat- 
ional Organization, I wish to stress 
the point that only horses and riders 
that would be capable of competing 
with the international teams who 
will be here this Fall, should be sent 
to Indiantown Gap. I did not mean 
that any contestant in the prelimin- 
ary tryouts should have two horses, 
but after an individual should win 
in one of the zones, before he came 
to Indiantown Gap his zone com- 
mitte should make every effort to 
see that he has at least two horses. 
The reason for this is obvious. In 
the first place, the contestants will 
be there in Indiantown Gap about a 
month. If he is brought a great dis- 
tance—say from Texas or California 
—with only one horse and with the 
likelihood of this one going lame 
the tryouts, it would hardly be 
worthwhile; so I would think it ad- 
visable that before sending two con- 
testants all the way from Texas to 
the Fall tryout, it would be better 
if the two winners in the zone could 
bring two horses each instead of one. 

In the first instruction—and in 
fact all instructions—to zone vice 
presidents, it has been stressed that 











they be given the widest latitude 
in selection of horses and riderg for 
any tryout for the national team 
It is not the purpose of the National 
Committee to interfere in anyway at 
all with the methods that vice pregj- 
dents choose to use to get their best 
riders and horses. In the first place 
there are so many different condi- 
tions that exist in each zone that jt 
would be impossible to have them 
compete in the same manner Over 
the same courses in order to select 
their riders for the Fall tryouts; so 
the responsibility for this selection 
remains entirely with the man desig- 
nated to head the different zones. Of 
course, we all know that the competi- 
tion for the national team this Fal] 
will, we hope, be keen. Certainly 
there is no use sending mediocre 
horses or riders to attempt to select 
a team to compete against the seven 
international teams who have already 
accepted the invitation to come over 
this Fall for the three international 
shows. 

If the zones do not have riders and 
horses which the zone vice presidents 
and committee can agree would be

In the hunter division there were 
so many horses and so many classes 
it was hard to pick out the top one.

Saratoga Yearling Sales Figures Up A 
Little From Last Year; 2-Year-Old Stakes 
Have Not Been Dominated By Any One Horse

The Saratoga sales surprised nearly 
everyone, I think, by being up a little 
from 1949. The figures are $1,180,100 
for 320 head, an average of $3,687, 
against $1,407,000 for 404 head, aver- 
aging $3,483, last year. It’s possible 
that the smaller number caused the 
increase, because about the same big 
consignors were represented, and I'd 
like to think that the fact that there 
were 84 fewer offerings means that 
preeders of cheap horses have realiz- 
ed they can’t be made profitable in 
the auction ring. The fact that the 
average was up, however, may draw 
them back. 

An item watched with interest in 
this corner was the sale of ten year- 
lings consigned by Larry MacPhail, 
who operates Glenangus Farm, down 
below Havre de Grace. They brought 
$75,700, an average of $7,570, which 
was the highest at the sale for any 
group of comparable size except that 
of Almahurst. It was something of 
a coincidence, too, that MacPhail and 
Henry Knight, who were associated 


-years ago in the sale of automobiles 


—Pierce-Arrows, if I remember— 
should have come together again on 
the same night selling horses. And 
there is some comfort in the thought 
that you don’t see Pierce-Arrows any 
more, but you still see horses. 

In the fall of 1948 this department 
was tossed out on an assignment to 
find out what MacPhail, who had sold 
out his interest in the New York 
Yankees for a reported $3,000,000, 
was doing in the country. It had been 
reported that he had gone in for such 
bucolic sports as raising cattle, and 
it was certain that he had purchased 
four broodmares, in foal, from Alfred 
Vanderbilt. It was also sure that he 
was assembling a small stable, to race 
under the maize and blue colors of 
the University of Michigan. 

The assignment was approached 
with what you might describe as cau- 
tion. Sometimes a “gentleman far- 
mer” is a source of derision to his 
friends, shame to his family, and 
sorrowful anger to the gods. Mac- 
Phail was much better known as an 
authority on baseball promotion than 
on agronomy. But an overnight visit 
at Glenangus Farm convinced vhis 
tourist that the owner knew what he 
was doing, whether he knew anything 
about it or not. 

There was, for instance, hay. In 
the first place there was more hay 
than I had ever seen raised on one 
farm, in the second there were more 
ways of «uring hay than I had been 
previously aware of, and in the third 
there was some of the best hay any- 
body had been aware of. At the re- 
cent sale, for instance, each stall 
which housed a Glenangus yearling 
had a bale of hay in front of it. At 
first sight, the guess was that it had 
been sprayed with green paint. Closer 
inspection showed it was just alfalfa 
hay, cut early and cured without 
losing any of its color. It brought 
more people up short than the year- 
lings did. 

Yeu are to consider that many peo- 
ple spend their lives breeding horses, 
putting large sums of money and 
growing experience into it, and never 
get anything that looks like a $7,500 
average, even if their stock races well. 
You are further to consider that Mac- 
Phail, after Jess than three years in 
the business, is riding it high. Then, 
if you can, you are to figure out what 


it takes to make a market success of 
breeding. 


The Saratoga 2-year-old stakes have 
produced, to here, a brilliant confus- 
ion. The first two, the Flash and the 
United States Hotel Stakes, were won 
by Mrs. Esther du Pont Weir’s *Nor- 
thern Star. A week later he was 
beaten by George D. Widener’s Battle- 
field, a War Relic colt which cost 
$7.500 at the Saratoga auctions a year 
earlier. Following this race, *Nor- 
thern Star was sold to Greentree, for 
what was reported as $75,000. 

Immediately afterward came the 
Sanford, which was won by Green- 
tree, but with the Eight Thirty colt, 
Big Stretch. This was a somewhat 
indecisive race for Phantom Farm’s 
Nullify, which carried top weight, 
looked as though he should have won 
it. He got caught in between Maine 
Chance Farm’s Silver Wings and Big 
Stretch about halfway down from the 
quarter-pole, and he was quite badly 
jostled. Doug Dodson didn’t claim 
foul, but the stewards held up con- 
firmation of the result until they 
could talk to the riders involved. As 
nearly as I could tell, they decided 
that though Nullify had been bother- 
ed, it was difficult to say whether Big 
Stretch came in or Silver Wings came 
out, so they let the result stand. It 
was an odd decision, though I can’t 
say exactly how I would have better- 
ed it. 

The next step was the Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes, and it produced a new 
stakes-winner in Battle Morn, a 
*Blenheim II colt from the Matron 
Stakes winner, Good Morning. Some 
observers thought he should have 
won the Saratoga Special, for he was 
bounced around considerably at the 
start, pinched back to last, and then 
closed a great deal of ground to be 
3rd, beaten a little more than 3 
lengths. 

So that’s the picture—five stakes 
and four winners, and quite an assort- 
ment of excuses. When *Northern 
Star was beaten, for instance, George 
Hettinger had dropped his whip at 
the quarter-pole, and could do no 
more than spank the colt with his 
hand in the drive. It is perhaps con- 
sistent with the way rumors go 
around race tracks that in the Grand 
Union none of the horses I have men- 
tioned was favorite, that position go- 
ing to Mrs. George W. Widener’s 
Knowitall. 

The Hopeful next Saturday is now 
relied on to bring some order out of 
this, but it would not be inconsistent 
with the picture if the winner turned 
out to be a new one entirely. 


The third Friday produced, among 
other things, a deluge of rain which 
had the inside of the track five or six 
inches deep in water, and there was 
rain on the following day also, and 
probably this is what won the, Sara- 
toga Handicap for King Ranch’s Bet- 
ter Self. It was quite a good race, 
though there were never more than

F. Ambrose Clark’s Pontius Pilate 
set a new track record to defeat 
Oedipus and Elkridge in the Bever- 
wyck Steeplechase Handicap at Sara- 
toga on August 18. It was the third 
new standard to be established this 
season over the Spa’s about 2-mile 
*chase course. When the year open- 
ed Hampton Roads owned the mark 
of 4:11 1-5. Oedipus chopped 4-5 
from that time in the Shillelah, and 
The Heir sliced off another 3-5 in 
the North American. Pontius Pilate 
brought the record down an addi- 
tional 1 2-5 seconds, to 4:08 2-5. 

Pontius Pilate, a 4-year-old geld- 
ing by Pilate—Storming, by *Ksar. 
came up from the hunt meeting. 
This is his first season on the ‘“‘big 
apple.”’ 

Bred by David Novick, Pontius 
Pilate cost Mr. Clark $10,000 at 
Saratoga as @ yearling. The geld- 
ing was not raced at 2. 

Last season the son of Pilate broke 
his maiden at the Adjacent Hunts at 
Harrison, in the Fairfield Plate, a 
1 1-2 mile contest on the turf. The 
2-to-1 favorite despite toting 5 Ibs. 
of overweight, he won going away 
by 3 lengths. After leading most of 
the way in his next race, a 1 7-8- 
nile flat event at Fair Hill, Pontius 
Pilate lost to the top-weighted Soc- 
iability by the same margin. 

Then the bearer of Mr. Clark’s 
light blue silks with the scarlet 
sash was put to jumping. His first 
venture over the obstacles was a 
successful one on the first day of 
the Rolling Rock Hunt at Ligonier. 
In one of those overcrowded maiden 
hurdles he drew an outside post 
position; worked his way forward 
gradually; and finished the 1 1-2 
miles an easy 2 lengths to the good. 
That purse brought his year’s in- 
come to $1,555. 

Pilate, sire of Pontius Pilate, was 
a stout race horse with a touch of 
class. The son of Friar Rock— 
“Herodias, by The Tetrarch, gained 
24 victories, including the 1933 
Paumonok Handicap, in which he 
gave Okapi 23 pounds actual weight 
At the time Pilate was owned and 
trained by Andy Shuttinger. ‘ 

Pilate has proved equally stout in 
the breeding shed, and has repeated- 
ly outbred himself. Among his best 
get have been Eight Thirty ($155, 
475), Lovely Night, Pilate, Ponty, 
Monia, Amber Light Le Havre, Plat- 
ter, British Buddy, Service Pilot 
Prefect, Royal Governor ($244,850), 
Stitch Again, Christmastide, Miss 


Doreen ($150,475), Dinner Hour 
and Pilaster ($149,800). 

It would have been surprising if 
Pilate had not gotten a_ steeple- 


chaser, since he is by Fair Play’s 
half-brother from a Herod-line mare. 
But the only high-class jumper he 
sired was Mrs. F. A. Clark’s Lovely 
Night. After capturing the 1939 


Constitution, Queens County, Em 
pire City and Butler Handicaps (and 
setting a new track record in the 
latter), Lovely Night was schooled 
over the jumps at the age of 6. He 


took his first 4 efforts over the ob- 
stacles, including the 1942 Ama- 
gansett and Cagliostro Hurdles, and 
Shillelah ’Chase, before he lost to 
Elkridge in the Broad Hollow. 


Lovely Night, now owned by Mrs. 
Marie A. Moore, is one of two sons 
of Pilate to make names for them- 
selves as sires. To the end of 1949, 
he had gotten the winners of 61 
races and $226,087. His get in-

SARATOGA SALES 

There was a sharp, though not 
unexpected, decline in the price real- 
ized for yearlings on Monday night, 
August 14th, at the sales at Sara- 
toga. The drop appeared most pro- 
nounced following the top price ob- 
tained on ‘“‘Knight’s Night’’ which 
was held on the preceding Friday. 
At that vendue the average was $9, 
291, which was nearly double the 
“high” paid for any yearling on 
Monday night. 


H. W. Fincher of Rochester, N. 
Y. established the ceiling on Mon- 
day night, when he gave $5,000 for 
a chestnut colt by Okapi—Mary’s 
Last by *Teddy. This youngster is 
a brother to the stakes winner, 
Kewey Dee, and other winners. E. 
E. Pershall was the consigner. 

A new low for the sales was re- 
corded when a filly by Grail Bird 

Chance Flyer, went for $150 to 
G. Maccheroni of Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Prices took a brisk swing upward 
at the semi-final session held on 
Tuesday night, August 15th, when 
42 head brought $211,100 for an 
average of $5,026. The reason being 
several highly regarded consign- 
ments went on the block to insure 
an evening of higher prices during 
the second week of the sales. 
fillies and one colt shared 
honors with bids of $12,

000 each. One of the fillies which 
is a half-sister to Battlefield being 
out of Dark Display was sold to 
Howell E. Jackson of Middleburg, 
Va. on his bid of this amount. John 
A. Bell’s Jonabell Stables of Lex- 


ington, Ky. was the consignor of 
this nice bay miss by Market Wise, 
and also sold Battlefield at the Spa 
sales last year. 

Kentmere Farm of Boyce, Va. was 
the consignor of the other two $12 
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000 yearlings. The colt (by Whirl- 
away—Damaged Goods) being se- 
cured by Ogden Phipps and the filly 
(by Pavot—*Never Again II) by 
Walter Kelly acting as agent. Here 
again, the influence of the dam play- 
ed the most important part as Pavot 
is a young sire whose first get are 
now yearlings, while *Never Again 
II has already produced Oil Capitol, 
Shuffle, and Monkey Wrench. 


The seventh and final session of 
the sale of yearlings at Saratoga oc- 
curred on Wednesday night, August 
16th, when 51 head changed hands 
for $78,950 for an average of $1, 
548. 


Highlighting this session was the 
consignment of Eduardo Solveyra 
of Argentina. The South American 
youngsters were the produce of Eng- 
lish mares mated in England but 
sent to South America to foal. Hum- 
phrey Finney announcer for the 
sale, said that there was one thing 
about these South American breds 
that he could guarantee and that 
was they were ‘well broke.’’ They 
were flown up from the Argentine 
so with all the flying time, plus 
in and out of the plane, and, in and 
out of many vans, plus the many 
different stables they had for tem- 
porary homes, qualified them for 
handiness. 


Two colts in this lot brought high 
and second high of the evening. A 
son of Straight Deal—Festinalia was 
high when H. W. Fincher of Roch- 
ester, N. Y. went to $9,500 to secure 
him. Runner up was the $6,500 bid 
of Mrs. Alfred Roberts of Eaton- 
town, N. J., for a colt by Ocean 
Swell—tThe Clachan. 

The Argentinian consignment con- 
sisted of four colts and four fillies 
which brought $27,400 to average 
$3,426 It was estimated that it 
cost the South American breeder 
over $10,000 to ship the eight head 
here, and as there was also a govern- 
ment tax, there is a question whether 
the shipment was profitable to the 
owner. He stressed however, that 
it was purely an experiment and 
he would be satisfied if he broke 
even. Sounds like a horseman from 
way back. 


NOOR ARRIVES AT SARATOGA 

*Noor, 5-year-old son of Nasrul- 
lah——Queen of Bagdad, arrived at 
Saratoga, Friday, August 11th. How- 
ever, he will not make his Eastern 
debut at the Spa, because a cough- 
ing spell before coming here from 
the Pacific Coast interrupted his 
training, according to his trainer 
Burley Parke. He now is expected 
to make his first Eastern start at 
the Belmont Park meeting opening 
September 18th. In all probability 
he will race in the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup on October 7th and in the Pim- 
lico Special later in: Baltimore. 

It was announced before *Noor 
was shipped here that he would race 
in the East until the end of the 
season, then be retired to stud.

Saratoga Yearling Sales 





While the turnstile and mutuel 
boards were showing a gain this 
year at Saratoga, the annual yearl- 
ing sales came to a close on August 
16. For the final 3 nights the aver- 
ages were better than the corres- 
ponding sales last year. 

Monday evening, August 14, 51 
yearlings brought $75,900, averag- 
ing $1,488; these figures against 
45 yearlings sold last year for $73, 
650 to average $1,637. On the 15th, 
there was an increase in the number 
of yearlings sold, 42 entering the 
ring as compared to 27 in 1949. The 
42 sold for $211,100 to average $5, 
026 while last year the 27 brought 
$55,250, averaging $2,046. 

The last night of the sales sent 
51 head into the ring to command 
$78,950, an average of $1,548. In 
1949 38 head brought $39,500, an 
average of $1,039. 

With a longer session in 1949, 404 
yearlings brought a total of $1,407, 
300 to average $3,483 while the 
shorter session this year found 320 
yearlings selling for $1,180,100, the 
final average being $3,687.

Hunt Meeting Season With Timber Horses 
Again Going Postward, Recalls Name 
Of One of the Best—Blockade

In the spring of 1929, on one of 
Virginia’s most beautiful stud farms, 
Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Brook- 
meade, was foaled a chestnut colt. 
Here was a foal with a pedigree that 
would not let him be anything but a 
great horse; for he was by the great 
Man o’War, out of Rock Emerald, 
by Trap Rock. Trap Rock by *Rock 
Sand, out of *Topiary, by Orme, was 
a full brother to the famous Tracery. 
Nevertheless, fame was to be a long 
time in coming to this little fellow, 
for he was to be fate’s playtoy. 

In due course of time he came to 
be known as Blockade, and it was 
only natural that his owner would 
refuse substantial offers for him and 
put him into training. Fate at this 
time put in her first appearance, for 
while in training as a 2-year-old, he 
developed ankle trouble and Gwynne 
R. Tompkins, trainer for Mrs. 
Sloane, when the colt wouldn’t stand 
training, disposed of him. 

Blockade convalesced on the farm 
of Lee Evans, one of Warrenton’s 
finest horseman, where the horse’s 
ankles received the best of care 
and became sound again. 

J. North Fletcher, another horse- 
man of Warrenton, bought him as 
a 4-year-old, in 1934 ‘for $345, con- 
sidering the horse’s possibilities as 
a ’chaser. He schooled the gelding 
and worked with him slowly. 

About this time, E. Read Beard 
was looking for a horse with which 
to win the Maryland Hunt Cup, and 
Mr. Fletcher thought he had in his 
stable a horse that would suit. Upon 
being shown the horse, considered a 
Maryland prospect, Mr. Beard want- 
ed no part of him. After showing 
him several more horses, Mr. Fletch- 
er had Blockade led out. Mr. Beard, 
looked the horse over and seeing 
something deep in the horse that 
others at that time had failed to 
notice, bought the horse. 

Placed in training the horse made 
two starts over timber, running as 
an entry, both times he finished well 
up among the leaders. Here again, 
Fate stepped in and took Mr. Beard 
away. It was indeed a shame that 
the man who had so much faith in 
Blockade was never to see the great 
horse win a race. 

The horse was turned over to 
Samuel Lewis Pfefferkorn, who tried 
the horse to hounds with no amount 
of success. For a time it was re- 
Ported that Blockade was for sale 
but accompanying this report was 
the rumor that the horse was windy. 

Rufus Finch, looking for a horse 
to run in the Monmouth County 
Hunt Gold Cup, called Janon Fisher, 
Jr., to try to locate such a horse for 
him. Mr. Fisher, hearing the re- 
Port that Blockade was for sale, 
went to see the big gelding, and 
after a trial found the animal to be 
quite sound. That evening when he 


called Mr. Finch to tell him of Block- 
ade he was told that he had changed 
his mind and did not want a tinfber 
horse. 


The big striding gelding, was en- 
tered in the Howard County Point- 
to-Point, and Blockade broke his 
maiden, winning easily, with no sign 
of bad wind, with Sam Pfefferkorn 
up. Fate began to smile on the big 
horse, for after the race Mr. Fisher 
made the remark to Augustus Riggs, 
III that he would like to have Block- 
ade to train for the Maryland Hunt 
Cup. So promptly Mr. Riggs intro- 
duced Mr. Fisher to Mrs. Beard. 
Mrs. Beard recalling her husband’s 
great faith in Blockade, decided to 
send Blockade to Mr. Fisher’s The 
Caves Farm. 


To be a great in timber racing, 
a horse must have great jumping 
ability, speed, and gameness. Also 
a skillful, experienced trainer and 
a calm, heady rider are essential, 
and Blockade could not have gotten 
a better combination than Janon 
Fisher, Jr. and J. Fred Colwill. 


Blockade was a great jumper. The 
records show that Blockade ran his 
best races over large fences, never 
seeming to extend himself if the 
fences were small. Many have 
wrongly accused Mr. Fisher of not 
trying to win the My Lady’s Manor 
or the Grand National, but merely 
using them as a school for the Hunt 
Cup. The truth of the matter is 
that Blockade just wouldn’t try over 
these courses. The two courses on 
which Blockade set a record are 
two that feature big. fences, the 
Maryland Hunt Cup and the New 
Jersey Hunt Cup. Another feat, 
not on the race course, shows the 
infinite jumping ability of this 
horse. While out in one of the stal- 
lion paddocks on Mr. Fisher’s farm, 
Blockade took to jumping paddock 
fences. He jumped the 5’-0” fence 
into the 2nd paddock, and then on 
to the 38rd, wheeled and jumped back 
into the 2nd paddock, then jumped 
the corner section of the 1st pad- 
dock (the right angle formed by the 
division fence and the line fence) on- 
to the lawn and calmly trotted to 
his stall. From where the horse 
took off to where he landed was a 
distance of 42 feet. 

Blockade had speed. He won the 
1938 Maryland Hunt Cup in 8:44, 
cutting more than 7 seconds off the 
course record set by Troublemaker 
in 1932. In this race Blockade 
broke on top and at the 9th fence 
when Inshore started to move to 
him, the son of Man o’War—Rock 
Emerald drew away, leaving Inshore 
to fall at this fence. Ostend made up 
enough ground to challenge the fly- 
ing chestnut between the 12th and 
13th. From then on it was nip and 
tuck, with first one on top and then 
the other, and as they came into 
the 21st, Ostend was leading by 2 
lengths, but the Man o’War took 
his measure on the flat to win by 
6 lengths in record time. 

Blockade was game. Many people 
said that if a horse could put Block- 
ade to a drive the big gelding would 
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quit. In the 1939 Maryland, Coq chased Blockade in August from 


Bruyere, the outstanding timber 
horse of 1938, moved to Blockade, 
which had set all the pace, and from 
the 15th challenged the pace setter 
home in the fastest last mile in cup 
history. The Man o’War son was 
never headed, and came ‘home a 3-4 
length victor. Blockade would not 
quit, but if taken back and not al- 
lowed to make the running he would 
sulk and not extend himself. But 
with Mr. Fisher giving orders to 
the effect, ‘“‘let him go to the top, 
make the running,’ Blockade beat 
the best of his day. 

In all of the following timber ef- 
forts the great jumper was trained 
by Janon Fisher, Jr. of Eccleston, 
Maryland, with the exception of 
1942, when the horse was trained 
by J. Fred Colwill, who rode the 
horse in all these timber efforts.

At one time it was considered 
sending Blockade to England to run 
in the Grand National at Aintree, 
but as the horse did not like to 
jump in soft going, Mrs. Beard, on 
the advice of Mr. Fisher, decided 
against sending the horse in quest of 
that honor. 

Fate, which had given Blockade 
his fame, now tired of its plaything. 
In the Virginia Gold Cup on that 
grim afternoon as Blockade was 
making an attempt to get to Sir Ro- 
meo, he stood back too far and crash- 
ed to the ground, breaking his neck. 
In a true Thoroughbred spirit he 
died giving his all, and so passed on 
to Vaihalla.

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Pontius Pilate Wins Beverwyck ’Chase 





Steeplechasers Continue To Establish New 
Records Over Saratoga’s Rebuilt Brush 
Course; *Salemaker Wins 3rd Straight

New track records seem to be the 
order of the day this season over 
Saratoga’s rebuilt brush course, and 
the 51st running of the Beverwyck 
Steeplechase Handicap on Friday 
was no exception to the rule. 
This time it was F. Ambrose Clark’s 
4-year-old Pontius Pilate which 
reached the end of the about 2 1-2 
miles in 4:08 2-5, and in so doing 
stamped himself as the best young 
*chaser of the year. Fifteen lengths 
behind him was Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ 
Oedipus, also a 4-year-old, which 
had sent the 1949 mark crashing in 
the first week, only to have it bet- 
tered by The Heir the following 
week. The Clark gelding clipped a 
full second and two-fifths off The 
Heir’s record and was full of run 
at the finish. Elkridge, top money 
winning jumper, added a few more 
dollars to his record by taking 3rd 
money of $750, although he was not 
a dangerous factor in the race, and 
only beat one horse, Leche Hombre, 
which finished up the stretch in 4th 
place. 

Jockey T. Field on Oedipus sent 
his mount to the front soon after 
the start in the Beverwyck, with 
Hampton Roads in closest attendance 
followed by Pontius Pilate and Elk- 
ridge, and His Boots and Leche 
Hombre making up the rear. Oedi- 
pus soon opened daylight over Hamp- 
ton Roads, but going down the far 
side the first time, Jockey H. Harris 
forced the pace with Hampton Roads 
for a fence or two on almost equal 
terms with Oedipus. Rounding into 
the far turn, the latter had a day- 
light lead again, and 15 lengths or 
more separated the field. Coming 
down in front of the stands the se- 
cond time, the first casualty was His 
Boots at the liverpool, where he lost 
Jockey D. Marzani, after having put 
in several bad ones before that. 

Entering the far side the last time, 
Jockey E. Carter moved forward 
with Pontius Pilate to take 3rd place 
from Elkridge, and then midway 
down, Hampton Roads tossed Jock- 
ey Harris, leaving Oedipus in front 
by 4 or 5 lengths, but this was short 
lived as Pontius Pilate moved wil- 
lingly to Jockey Carter’s urging and 
the Clark gelding took the lead be- 
fore reaching the turn. Oedipus 
made no move to go with him, and 
from there to the wire, it was just 
a question of how far Pontius Pilate 
would win, desnite the fact that he 
tried to run for the water jump 
again, and it took all of Jockey Car- 
ter’s ability to steer him for the 
finish, where the 4-year-old gave 
every indication of wanting to run 
on for another turn of the field. 

On Monday, 11 jumpers, the lare- 
est field of the meeting over brush. 
went postward in an optional claim- 
ing event. Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s 
Trepid upset calculations by crossing 
the wire on ton with 4 lengths to 
spare under F. Schulhofer, a maiden 
Jockey, who was making his third 
effort in a jumping race. Trepid’s 
time for the about 2 miles was a 
handy 4:11 2-5, only a second and 
three-fifths off the track record. 
Runner-up in this race was Martin 
Wing. owned and trained by the 
Canadian Jimmy Pogue. A head far- 
ther back Band Leader was 3rd 
while Good Marks and Fliving Wing 
finished 4th and 5th in that order. 
The latter, owned by F. Ambrose 
Clark, was favorite at 2 to 1, and 
ran a fair sort of race. but went wide 
on the turns.Trepid is a 4-year-old 
gelding by the good jumner Lovely 
Night. from Rockdale, and was bred 
in Kentucky bv his owner. Dolly 
Byers. who saddled the winner, has 
had Jockey Schulhofer with him for 
several seasons, and judging by his 
performances on his three mounts 
at this meeting, may turn into a 
good rider. 

Morris Dixon sent out the entry 
of Happy Hill Farm’s Marcheast, and 
C. Mahlon Kline’s Peace Rock in a 
maiden hurdle on Tuesday, and they 
ran 1-4 in that order, with March- 
east an easy winner by 10. Jockey E. 
Phelps was in the saddle, and he 


held the *Easton gelding off the 
pace for a mile, and then moved up 
strongly to take the lead, and was 
never threatened thereafter. Separat- 
ing the entry was Mrs. Walter 
Wickes, Jr.’s Seven Pillars, and 
Llangollen Farm’s Step Lightly, the 
favorite which bobbled at several 
fences, and then appeared unwilling 
to extend himself afterwards. 

The following day, in a 1 3-4 mile 
test over hurdles, Allison Stern’s 
*Salemaker made it 3 in a row by 
scoring a 4-length victory over Es- 
carp, Quiet and *Snow King 2nd. A 
half an hour prior to the race, the 
clouds opened up and let loose one 
of those downpours which left water 
standing on the dirt track, and the 
infield well soaked. The 6 horses 
in the field handled the going well, 
except for North Branch, which fin- 
ished last up the track. Escarp 
quickly took the lead after the start, 
and held it until midway down the 
far side the second time, where 
Jockey O. A. Brown moved forward 
with *Salemaker to take the lead. 
Escarp hung on well, but was no 
match for the winner in the final 
run on the flat. The 3rd _ horse, 
Quiet ran a creditable race. He was 
making his first start since last year 
at this meeting when-he broke a 
small bone in back of his knee. 

On Thursday, Montpelier’s Sea 
Legs made it 2 for 2 at this meeting. 
Moving up in company, the 4-year- 
old Battleship— Forswear gelding 
conceded weight to most of his older 
rivals, and under a heady ride from 
Jockey H. Harris was first across the 
line with 2 1-2 lengths to spare. 
The runner-up was Rigan McKin- 
ney’s Hot, which looked like the win- 
ner up to the last fence where a 
serious bobble all but unseated Jock- 
ey F. D. Adams. Hot was in front 
at the time by a couple of lengths, 
but the task of pace maker for most 
of the trip had taken its toll, and 
it is this writer’s guess that he 
would have been beaten anyway in a 
tight finish had he met the last one 
right. Eleven lengths farther back, 
Lone Fisherman took 3rd money 
after being closest to the pace for 
more than a turn, only to tire in the 
closing stages. Fourth place went to 
Adaptable, which while closing well, 
lacked the closing drive of other 
years which had often won him a 
race from the last fence to the wire. 


Sea Legs’ time for the about 2 miles. 


was a very good 4:18 4-5 over a 
soft infield. 

The Galsac Hurdle Handicap at 2 
miles on Saturday, brought together 
Boom Boom and Larky Day which 
had finished 1-2 in that order a 
week previous. Larky Day turned 
the tables in The Galsac, by virtue 
of an infield that had been well 
soaked by rain, but he had his 
work cut out for him. Boom Boom 
made the pace part of the trip, but 
his added weight, plus the condition 
of the field was too much for him, 
and he was displaced by Larky Day 
going down the far side the last 
time. 

The La Montagne jumper under 
Jockey D. Marzani then opened up a 
lead of several lengths, but in the 
stretch had to withstand a deter- 
mined drive from Fonda which only 
fell short by half a length at the 
wire. A head away. *Titien 2nd clos- 
ed strongest of all after being way 
out of it for most of the trip. Four- 
teen lengths farther back. Boom 
Boom had no trouble for 4th. The 
time of 4:07 3-5 attested to the con- 
dition of the track, being exactly 
18 seconds off the record set by 
Boom Boom one week previously. 
One of the most interesting aspects 
of this race, was *Titien 2nd’s per- 
formance. The 4-year-old was mak- 
ing his first start since Aqueduct 
in June, and because of a slight 
injury his training schedule at Sara- 
toga was delayed. Nonetheless, he 
carried 148 lbs., only 3 less than 
the winner, and ran a remarkable 
Trace. 

Hts Boots, leading steeplechaser 
of 1949, was ex-rayed August 19 


and it developed that the cartilage 
was torn behind his left knee, as the 
result of yesterday’s running of the 
Beverwyck Steeplechase. Danny Mar- 
zani, his rider, thought the Brook- 
meade jumper grabbed himself at 
the water jump the first time 
around, and although His Boots con- 
tinued in the race for another turn 
of the field, he jumped poorly and 
finally unseated Jockey Marzani at 
the front field liverpool. His Boots 
will be retired to Arthur White’s 
Middleburg farm and will be on the 
sidelines for the remainder of this 
year and probably most of next sea- 


son as well.

Dublin Horse Show—1868 To 1950

Seven Nations Represented At Ballsbridge;. 
Successful English Team Regains Aga’ 
Khan Trophy; Civilians Compete

1868 

Readers of Dublin’s newspapers, 
dated July 26th, 1868, probably pass- 
ed quickly over a small advertisement 
which announced the holding of a 
horse show in the city, “commencing 
Tuesday, July the 28th, 1868, and the 
two following days.” How were they 
to know that this show would later 
become internationally famous. 

The first show had an attendance 
of 6,029 persons and an entry of 366 
horses. This show was held on what 
we now call Lienster Lawn, for in 
1868 Leinster House was the society’s 
headquarters, but not its first head- 
quarters. Founded in 1731 by four- 
teen men who met around a table in 
the philosophical rooms of Trinity 
College, Dublin, it moved the follow- 
ing year to the House of Lords Com- 
mittee Room, and held its meetings 
there for 26 years. 

In 1815 Leinster House became the 
headquarters, and remained so for 108 
years. Finally, in 1879, fifteen acres 
of ground were bought at Ballsbridge, 


and thereon began to arise what fin- 
ally were to become the finest per- 
manent show grounds in the world. 
1950 

Though the rain which fell heavily 
throughout the day robbed the open- 
ing of the horse show of much ef its 
splendour, the downpour was not 
enough to deprive the Ballsbridge 
scene of its customary colour and 
spectacle. The attendance was much 
below the usual numbers for the 
show’s opening day, and the drench- 
ing rain denied the full flavour of en- 
joyment to those who braved the 
weather., The event still retained the 
character and atmosphere that have 
given it such a nationwide appeal and 
world-wide reputation. If the turn- 
stiles did not click as merrily as on 
other opening days and if the parade 
of fashion was confined entirely to 
wet weather equipment, the show was 
still an all-Ireland exhibition as well 
as the premier social and sporting 
event of its kind. 


The flags of seven nations fluttered

“in the Jumping enclosure, foreign 


uniforms and scarlet hunting coats 
made splashes of colour in the 
crowds, and a thousand horses were 
on parade. For the first time, civil- 
ian riders were eligible for the inter- 
national jumping events, and the 
colourful hunting coats made a vivid 
contrast with the military uniforms 
in the enclosure. 

Attendance for five days of this 
year’s show was 143,276, not an all- 
time record but a considerable num- 
ber just the same. 

With the usual hunters, ladies’ side 
saddje classes, cobs, polo ponies, 
children’s ponies, stallions, mares and 
foals and led classes of yearlings to 
4-year-olds, entries were well up to 
average. For the first time in 38 
years the show opened on a wet, driz- 
zily day which made judging of clas-

ses and Jumping events very unpleas- 
ant. 

The first international jumping 
event of the week was unique for two 
reasons, the entry was the biggest 
ever, fifty horses taking part and for 
the first time seven nations shared 
the first prize. When nine horses had 
cleared the course twice without 
error, the judges decided to divide 
the prizes because of the heavy going 
and heavy rain. 

The jumping event which most peo- 
ple wish to see at Ballsbridge is the 
competition for the Aga Khan Trophy. 
The “battle of the jumpers” at Balls- 
bridge this year was won by Eng- 
land, when in delightful weather the 
four horsemen of the .eam defeated 
23 rivals representing 6 nations and 
regained the trophy which she last

Hunting With Groton 








Some Good Days In New England 
During the Past Season Remind 
Foxhunters Cubbing Is Here

Looking back on the 1949 season 
The Groton Hunt of Groton, Massa- 
chusetts can truly say that it was 
in all ways the most successful since 
the sport was resumed after the 
Second World War. This was due in 
great part to the tireless and un- 
flagging efforts of our Master and 
Mrs. McGuckin, the relentless zeal 
and rare hunting ability of our 
Huntsman, Louis Alberghini, and 
the wholehearted cooperation and 
devoted loyalty of the Field. 

We would like to take you with 
us through all the many happy and 
full days hunting cross country over 
hill and dale but space does not per- 
mit so we submit herewith two sam- 
ple days, one in October and one in 
November, as fair examples of, 
“what Sport the country shows.”

Hounds were trucked to the Com- 
ninos farm. Some horses were van- 
ned to this ever good rallying point. 
Stirrup cups were in _ evidence, 
Hounds were let out about 12:45 
and we roaded the two miles to the 
meet. 

Met at the Prescott homestead at 
1:30. It was clear and cool. A whis- 
per of wind from the West. Autumn 
was in complete command. 

Hounds and staff arrived at the 
meet in good order. Annabel, 2nd 
time out, was fractious. (some wag 
Temarked, ‘‘are they all called 
“Annable?”) A pleasant ceremony 
ensued: buttons to Linda Cabot, 
Suzan Johns, Mr. Rowe and Dr. 
Lewis. Brief speech by me and the 
Presentation by Dick Danielson. 

Hounds cast below Col. Linsert’s 
in the wallow. The air was good. 
“Anchorman” and “Annabel” open- 
ed up not long after. I was dubious. 
When “Dasher and Dancer and Fen- 
cer” confirmed it [ knew. (I was a 
bit late). The pack went to them, in 
full view of the Field, across the 
bottom. The chorus swelled; they 
were well away. We crossed those 
wonderful open hills of Pepperell, 
over our best country and on into 
Hollis N. H. 2 deer crossed the line 
in the Worcester orchard, taking the 
tailing “Dancer and Samson” with 
‘em. Good work by Winn and Roger 
to get "em back. There was a long 
check in Beers’ swamp. Lots of wire. 
Sent Louis the other way round. 
Luckily he came my. way; they 
found him again and went streaming 
across the back of Wrights where 


we viewed him....then headlong 
into the Hill’s stand of pine. He 
fave us a big loss there. Hounds did 


hot seem too interested in the old 
earth. What to do? Wind a mite 


Stronger now. So took ’em over and 
down the road into the Seaman’s 


place, down the lane. They tried 
hard in the swale there and sure 
enough away they went. There was 
a mad gallop into the Wilkins’ back 
field. The single barway was a mass 
of confusion, there were slips and 
slides in the new ditch. Louis and I 
emerged from the barnyard, over the 
panel. Hounds were screaming. Into 
the swamp they went, seemed to 
disappear. Then there was that glor- 
ious coda of feathering, a sudden 
burst of music. Reins went where 
you will and we were with ’em in 
their moment of victory. Best of all, 
there was most of the Field, in full 
view in the pasture above us. 

The brush went to Zoe, the pads 
to Dr. Lewis, Mrs. Benson, Jane and 
Chunky, who despite many delays 
was up there when he had to be. 
The mask, the only one this season 
so far, belongs to the Groton 
Hounds. Linda Cabot, Mrs. Benson, 
Mike McG. and Bettina were ‘“‘blood- 
ed’’. 

“Barmaid” claimed it as her fox; 
but “Anchorman” and ‘Radical’ 
and “Annabel” and ‘“‘Dasher”’ and 
“Fencer”’ almost gained the honor. 
Every hound was’ there when I 
counted noses. It was 3:05. 

After many congratulations from 
the Field and the car hops, who 
seemed to be everywhere, we moved 
off. Drew the lower part of the Nis- 
sitissit Hills, toward Ralph Shat- 
tuck’s. Our usual Nemesis kept us 
busy for some time; but thanks to 
the car hops we avoided too much 
trouble. Hounds were picked up; we 
returned to the Comninos in good 
order. All hounds were on and wil- 
lingly ignored the cats, cur dogs 
and other travails that beset a pack. 
They were justly proud of them- 
selves. A day for a Master to cherish.

Saturday, November 12 

It was one of the clearest sunniest 
days within the happy span of hunt- 
ing memories. A goodly field met at 
Dr. Cyrus Comninos’ farm in Pep- 
perell at 1 o’clock. There were trail- 
ers, vans, the hustle and bustle of 
a peautiful meeting place. The envi- 
ous ones in limousines, a little boy 
named Chunky on a pink roan pony 
standing in the drive near the 
hounds—and yellow maples every- 
where. 

Twelve couples of American fox 
hounds led us to the first cast back 
of the Prescott Homestead. They 
started a fox and ran him to Mr. 
Beers’ farm and on sailing post and 
rails to Mr. Worcesters’. The rolling 
land at the start was liberally sprin- 
kled with little cedars which our 
horses popped over. The pace was 
fast—the day superb. Our fox went 
to ground across from Mr. Bloods’. 
There was no wind. We cast again 
and jumped a fox sunning himself. 
Over a barway and then we went for 
a screaming hallooing fifteen minute 
hburst—scent was breast high. A 
dapple gray foll at a ditch. It was 
a great thrili galloping over the 
varied terrain of Pepperell. Hounds 
killed in a swamp near the Ralph 
Shattucks’ at the foot of the Nissi- 
tissit Hills. 

We repaired to a bountiful tea at 
Dr. Camninos’ after which several 
fox hunters hacked home to Groton 
in the gloaming along the Nashua 
River.—I. G.

We had been fox hunting all 
morning at Groton with no appreci- 
able result and had crossed over the 
old covered bridge into Dunstable. 

The wind came down hitting, 
strapping, enfolding, and giving the 
sense of beyond—autumn days hal- 
cyon, different, terrible in their lost 
loveliness. 


The leaves were drifting across 
the road when a single hound gave 
tongue far off in the Salmon River 
country—and the old thrill of hunt- 
ing swept through us standing there 
on our horses on the sunlit road, 
the long wanting for something you 
will never quite get in life. 


The Master, the Whips, and most 
important the hounds, stood waiting 
through the five minutes of grace, 
their sterns high in the air. The very 
little talk about the very little un- 
important things before the throw 
in. And then the business—hounds 
are away, and you forget every- 
thing. 

After the first jump, in the little 
circle to which the hunting has had 
to concentrate your gaze, there is 
the horse ahead, the people on both 
sides, and the uneasy hazarding of 
the next jump. 

Perhaps thereafter you _ settle 
down in the saddle. The security of 
you, and the being with your horse 
at last. The joy and happy confid- 
ence of flying rail after rail, stone 
wall after stone wall. The heat and 
sweat of the cheek, the lovely smell 
of leather, and you yourself being 
there. The wanting, urging, hoping, 
for more jumps, more fields, more 
joy at topping jbarriers. And then 
the sudden little moments looking 
across the skyline and watching the 
lovely blooded chestnut in silhouette 
sailing over those jumps above you 
on the hill—everything pure and 
fine—like the dream of a new world 
which we have always hoped to see. 

The long swing to the kill—so 
tired now—but not caring—they 
won’t take, this one I know—the 
horses are dead tired—but of course

they do take it. It’s all of five feet 
and you don’t even rap it. 

Later, shaking your boots out of 
the stirrups, sliding off your steam- 
ing horse, you walk forward 
amongst the waving sterns of the 
pack and, cap in hand, thank the 
Master for such grand sport.

El Ranchito Defeats Cecil Smith-less 
Hurricanes; Bostwick Field In Finals 
For National 20-Goal Championship

The Cecil Smith-less Hurricanes 
were—or were not— surprised to find 
themselves eliminated in the National 
20-goal championship at Bostwick 
Field. 

It depends upon how one inter- 
prets the opposition. In this case, it 
was El Ranchito of Vernon, Texas. 
The score was 9 to 5 in its favor. El 
Ranchito qualified to meet Milwaukee 
(in our book), one of the two favor- 
ites to win the crown. Bostwick Field 
(our other selection), is in the final 
round waiting to face the winner of 
the Milwaukee-El Ranchito match. 
The August 20 meeting between the 
teams was rained out: 

El Ranchito, by its powerful victory 
over Laddie Sanford’s four, became 
the tournament’s dark horse. The 
A. B. Wharton-Bill Skidmore-Harold 
Barry-Jack Fink combination is a rare 
combination, with come-from-behind 
ability. Outscored by 4 to 3 in the 
opening three periods, El Ranchito 
power-housed the Hurricanes in the 
final three by 6 to 1. 

Sanford’s side needed Smith. The 
Hurricanes even felt the loss of Ter- 
rence Preece (sidelined through an 
appendectomy), though Bill Barry 
proved a worthy substitute. Charley 
Leonard, Jr., the Hurricanes No. 1, 
and Dr. Clarence C. (Buddy) Combs, 
the Internationalist and No. 3, rode 
with Sanford and Barry.

Skidmore and Fink, missing from 
the Long Island scene for quite a 
spell, outscored the Hurricanes by 
two goals between them. Skidmore, 
tallied four times from the No. 2 posi- 
tion, and Fink accounted for three 
goals while holding forth at the back 
position. The other pair of markers 
were made by Harold Barry, the No. 3. 

Leonard and Combs both scored 
twice. Bill Barry accounted for the 
fifth Hurricanes goal. 


Blind Brook, with George Oliver 
showing the way, defeated Squadron 
A, 6-5, in a night benefit game at the 
Blind Brook Polo Club, August 18. 
The proceeds of the match went to- 
ward to Journal-American Sandlot 
baseball fund, a most worthy cause, 
which combats juvenile delinquency 
by keeping the youngsters of the 
Metropolitan New York area active in 
sports and off the city streets. 

Oliver, a member of the Milwaukee 
team which faced EI Ranchito, work- 
ed smoothly with Walter Nichols and 
Fred Zeller, whose goal four minutes 
before the end of the match was the 
deciding factor.

setts and Metropolitan Handicaps 
during his racing career. To the 
end of 1949, he had sired the win- 
ners of 337 races and $1,591,990. 
Eight Thirty’s stakes victors, re- 
markable for their number, include

makes for a fuller life—one’s blood 
runs faster and one’s thankfuiness 
comes in great rushes. 

October 2, 1949, a Wednesday 
was one of countless exhilarating 
mornings spent in these favorite 
woods frequently criss crossed by 
pine lanes. Two of Wartime’s litter 
—War Cry and War Sprite were 
with us that day on their maiden 
hunt. Fifteen couples of American 
fox hounds entered and soon found 
in Mr. Danielson’s pines near the 
winter exercising field. They ran 
Red Reynard to the Groton School 
Boat House and ‘“‘Boy what music” 
through Mr. Dumaine’s tall timbers 
surrounded in spring with azalea 
and other fragrance. Out in the open 
hounds pushed their fox into Mr. 
Sabine’s spacious fields liberally 
fenced with post and rails. 

Today’s fox circled, taking us to 
Pinecrest Orchards where he was 
viewed by a group of apple pickers. 
He gave the kennels a wide berth, 
ran along James’ Brook, turned 
right, making another point to Mr. 
Dumaine’s pond then pack to Pine- 
crest Orchard where he went to 
ground. 

Tingling with the thrill of a suc- 
cessful hunt the field then repaired 
—saw the hounds to kennel, then 
we were off to Zoe Comninos’ house 
for a breakfast of sumptuous pro- 
portions which put all further rid- 
ing that day out of the question. 
Since the New Year Zoe visited Miss 
Betty Dumaine in Ireland and had 
several days with the Island Hutt. 
She was a credit to herself and to 
Groton and much enjoyed by her 
hosts. There was thick fog the first 
time she “did the banks” but Z0e 
finished. asking characteristically

TEAMS TO SHOW 

It may be a bit early to make too 
definite announcements but present 
indications are that 7 nations will 
be represefted at the Pennsylvania 
National, The National Horse Show 
and the Royal Winter Fair. Canada, 
Chile, Mexico, Ireland, France and 
Italy are scheduled to be on hand 
and after an absence of 2 years, the 
U. S. will be represented. 


OAKBROOK FALL MEEETING 

Mid-west hunt meetings will cur- 
tail their activities this fall to meet- 
ing; Oakbrook on September 21. 
The Oakbrook meeting is being run 
by Paul Butler, chairman of the as- 
sociation, his son Michael, as presi- 
dent with the assistance of Ted Mohl- 
man, and Peter Perkins. There will 
be some $2,000 offered in purse 
monies for timber, brush races and a 
ladies’ race. Oakbrook also has on 
it fall agenda a hunter trial on 
October 14 and a hound show on 
October 15. 

The sporting calendar this week 
lists the Mill Creek Hunt Meeting 
but this fall event in the Mid-West 
hunt meeting circuit has been can- 
celled. 


IDENTIROON DEAD 

The timber ranks have been les- 
sened by one through the death of 
Identiroon, an 8-year-old black geld- 
ing by Identify—Bigaroon, by Balko, 
bred by Rolland Berry. Identiroon 
raced in the colors of Samuel R. Fry 
and this year the black gelding had 
chalked up an impressive record. 
Last year he finished 4th at Deep 
Run in his only outing over timber 
but he had been hurt and thus was 
put on the sidelines. Fully recovered 
Identiroon again went postward at 
Deep Run to start off his 1950 sea- 
son. He finished 4th and his next 
start was in My Lady’s Manor where 
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he finished 3rd. He was a possible 
starter in The Maryland Hunt Cup 
but was scratched, staying on the 
sidelines until the Pennsylvania hunt 
meeting circuit started. He made a 
clean sweep of the 8 timber events 
at Whitemarsh, Radnor and Rose 
Tree (of course not being eligible 
for the 2 maiden races). His winning 
effort in Rose Tree’s Gloucester Fox 
Hunters Plate gave him a 2nd leg on 
the trophy. Identiroon’s last outing 
was at Adjacent Hunts where he fell 
at the 15th. 


ON TRAIL RIDE 

M. F. H. Fletcher Harper and Mrs. 
Harper, she the winner of the 1949 
Vermont 100-Mile Trail Ride, left 
Middleburg, Va. to participate in 
this year’s event. This year they were 
joined by Mrs. Jessica McMann, 
Forest Mars and his daughter Jackie. 
The Virginia riders will not attempt 
the 100-mile ride but will go the 
shorter route. 
STABLE FIRE 

Stable fires are horrible in any 
form and doubly so when horses lose 
their lives. Mrs. Jane Fletcher’s 
Willis Brook Farm, near Malvern, 
Pa. was the scene of such a fire on 
Saturday night, August 19 when the 
C-shape barn was practically de- 
stroyed. Highland Fern, the 3-gait- 
ed champion at Devon this year, and 
the 5-gaited Sally MacPeavine were 
burned to death but’15 broodmares 
and foals were saved. Four fire 
companies came out to fight the 
flames and spectators joined in to 
help catch the horses, some of whom 
were finally caught over 4 miles 
from the stable. 
EXHIBITION AT THE NATIONAL 

Last year exhibitors and specta- 
tors had hoped to see the exhibition 
of haute ecole by the famed centur- 
ies old Spanish Riding School of 
Vienna, Austria when The National 
Horse Show opened at Madison 
Square Garden in New York. How- 
ever, plans had to be cancelled. This 
year, under the direction of Col. Alois 
Podhaysky, 8 riders and 8 white stal- 
lions from this last citadel of classi- 
cal riding are expected to arrive in 
the U. S. late in September to pre- 
pare for exhibitions to be held at 
the Pennsylvania National Horse 
Show, The National Horse Show 
and the Royal Winter Fair. From 
the open passage or two-track to 
the final quadrille, spectators no 
doubt will be thankful that the late 
General George S. Patton, Jr. saved 
this citadel of classical riding from 
extinction in 1945 when he placed 


it under the special protection of 
the U. S. Occupation Forces in Aus- 
tria.

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suitable material for a national team 
this Fall, there is no use of the nat- 
ional organization going to the ex- 
pense of sending them to the tryout. 
It is going to take the best that we 
have in the country in order to select 
a group of at least six riders and 
horses to compete against these in- 
ternational teams that will be over 
this Fall. As to how the zone con- 
testants are selected, however, that is 
still the responsibility of the man in 
charge of the zone. 

I have just returned from a trip to 
the zones that include Texas, Cali- 
fornia and Missouri. The preliminary 
organizations and plans for tryouts 
were on the whole very encouraging. 
Texas plans to have two preliminary 
tryouts—one at Santa Fe, New Mexi- 
co, and one at Austin, Texas. Cali- 
fornia plans to have a preliminary 
tryout at the Sacramento State Fair 
on September 2. I was able to see 
the preliminary contest held at Mexi- 
co, Missouri, by Walter Staley about 
ten days ago. He had a course laid 
out that would be comparable to most 
any international contest you would 
see in Europe. He had the same type 
of jumps that range from four to five 
feet high and his widest jump of 
water was twelve feet wide. The 
course was one-half mile long and 
included a total of sixteen obstacles. 
There were nine entries and all save 
one horse finished the course. This 
in my opinion was more of the kind 
of course desired to test these horses 
and riders for the national team this 
Fall. He is following this course with 
as near as possible a replica at the 
Colorado Springs show next week.
